THE QUEST. 


An officer in the service of thfc Bey pt 


Trippoli was pursued by some Arabs, and m 
his flight lost his way. Xight came on, and 
he found himself near the enemy's camp.— 
Pulling up his horse before a .tent, he sought 
for help, and was invited within by an Arab, 
who treated him with the utmost hospitality 
and respect, in accordance with the custom 
of these people toward strangers. The 
chief persons in the camp waited upon him, 
and his host performed the usual homage of 
washin" his feet, while his wife and servants 
roasted a fat lamh. This, with the addition 
of fresh dat'is and dried fruits, was set be- 
fore him for his evening meal. Although 
hostile to each < ther in the battle-fieid, the 
Arab and the stranger talked freely togeth- 
er for some time, relating the warlike deeds 
of their fathers, until the Arab f- (V.enly 
turned pale and quickly left the It:;.. He 
did not return that night, but i-ei-.t a servant 
to-ell his guest that even' ti:ingwas pre- 
lared for his comfort, thai he had inspected 
iiis horse, and found it too weary to be able 
to travel the next day, but before sunrise a 
swift steed would be waiting for him at the 
door of the tent; where he would himself 
wait to take leave of the traveler. 


The stranger could not explain the con- 


duct of his host; but retired to rest and 
slept soundly. Before day he was awaken- 
ed by an attendant; food was brought to 
him, but none of the family appeared; till, 
on going to the entrance ot the tent, he saw 
his hospitable entertainer,holduig the prom- 
ised horse by the bridle. The officer mount- 
ed ; and, according to the cu-tom of friends 
in that country, the stirrup was held for him 
by the Arab.' Scarcely was he in the saddle 
before the latter told him that there was no 
»mc in the whole camp of whom he ought to 
10 he afraid but himself. "When," said he, 
"you related to me the deeds of your ances- 
tors, you discovered to me the murderers of 
my ia'ther. There lie the clothes in which 
he was killed, which I have caused to be 
brought here for you to see. In the pres- 
ence of my family I have often sworn by 
these that I would avenge my father's death 
and seek the blood even of the descendants 
of his murderers, from the rising to the set- 
tin" of the sun. 
The sun has not yet risen; 


but it will scarcely have done so before I 
shall pursue you.' Fortunately for you, it 
is against our faith to hurt you here; where 
vou have sought protection and taken ref- 
u»e; but my duty ceases as soon as we are 
separated ; and from that moment you 
must look upon me as one resolved to de- 
stroy you,, whenever and at whatever dis- 
tance of time we may meet again. 
The 


horse which replaces your own is not infe- 
rior to that which I shall myself mount; hut 
the life of one or both of us will depend on 
the one steed being fleeter than the other." 
I'hs Arab then extended his hand to his en- 
emy, and bade him farewell. 


The officer made the best use of the few 


moments he had gained by being first mount- 
ed,and reached the army of theBey in safety; 
although his pursuer.animated by a revenge 
which considered sacred, followed closely 
upon his steps, and approached as near as 
lie dared to tde Bey's troops. 


Thus the holy law of hospitality saved 


h's life; and although we wholly reject the 
pi iciple of-••-enge 53 belonging to ourselves 
we must, nevertheless, admire the noble 
.i.anner in which the Arab performed what 
he considered as a religious duty.—Ihe 
Playmate.
